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IMPORTANT NOTICE 

There will be only one issue of the Nebraska Bird Review for the year 1949, 
the reason being that the executive committee felt that the N.O.U. should pay 
its debts.

Wilson Tout 

The Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union was organized in the sum¬ 
mer of 1899 and the first annual meeting was held December 26 
in that year. That was only a few days before the turn of the 
century and this year it will celebrate its golden anniversary and 
be fifty years old. It is not my intention to give a history of the 
Union but to tell something of the men who made it go during 
the first decade of its history. 

Fortunately we have a record of those early days in the minutes 
of the meetings, most of which are in print. They tell that Professor 
Lawrence Bruner was the first president of the N.O.U. but that 
does not mean much to anyone who was not there and who did 
not know him. Professor Bruner was the head of the department of 
ornithology and entomology in the University of Nebraska at that 
time. He was highly respected as a scientist and genuinely loved 
as a fellow man. He often headed field parties to study the birds 
of Lincoln and vicinity and was always the fife of the party. 

While the students all treated Professor Bruner with respect, 
he asked no odds and went as often and as far as any of them. 
He held the leadership in the N.O.U. during a score of years. His 
department was later divided and the ornithology was placed in 
the zoology department where it probably belonged but where it 
passed out as a living science. The entomology department was 
transferred to the college of agriculture where it probably belonged. 

But back in those early days, Professor Bruner was busy making 
ornithologists and entomologists because he was just that kind 
of a professor. He had a following among the young men in his 
department that was personal. He once lovingly told me that he 
considered us all as his boys. 

Merritt Cary of Neleigh was one of his boys. He later went into 
government service as an entomologist but he was a bird student 
when he lived in Lincoln and some of his papers which were read 
at N.O.U. meetings are to be found in its printed proceedings. 
At the first annual meeting he read a paper on “The Birds of the 
Elkhorn Valley” and in this paper he describes the Whooping 
Crane as a rather common migrant there, in the spring from March 
20 to April 1 and in the fall between October 15 and 30. 

W. D. Hunter was one of Professor Bruner’s boys. He was the 
first corresponding secretary of the N.O.U. and was a good one. 
He taught entomology in the university with Professor Bruner 
and later moved to Washington D.C. where he was an entomologist 
with the United States department of agriculture. He was not so 
much interested in scientific bird study as he was in making the 
N.O.U. a worthy organization. 

M. A. Carriker Jr. was always called “Meb” which I think was 
short for Melbourne. He had a real scientific mind and got his 
inspiration from Professor Bruner. His paper on the Prothonotory 
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Warbler is still a classic in Nebraska ornithology. His home was 
at Nebraska City. He was one of Professor Bruner’s boys and has 
made ornithology his life work, especially the birds of South 
America. 

Ed Jones was another of Professor Bruner’s boys. His home 
was at Dunbar and at one meeting he read a paper on the winter 
birds of Otoe county and it was highly complimented. After he left 
Nebraska he made a trip to Alaska and his reports on the birds he 
saw there appeared in the Murrulet and other bird publications. 
He is now associated with the University of Washington. 

J. S. Hunter was another of Professor Bruner’s boys. He was 
a fine bird student but I think he went into entomology and was a 
member of the faculty of the University of Southern California. 
He collected a great many birds for the museum at Lincoln. One 
day he came into Professor Bruner’s laboratory and told the 
fellows gathered there that he had been on a collecting trip and 
had shot a Carolina Wren just as it was coming out of a hole in a 
tree and it had fallen back into the hole so he could not get it. The 
boys all gave him the razz. 

Professor Bruner suggested that he take them to the place and 
they would cut off the limb and get the specimen. He agreed but 
was not enthusiastic about it. After a three mile walk he pointed out 
the hole in a dead limb. With an axe they soon cut away the outside 
wood and they took from the hole the lifeless body of a Carolina 
Wren, the first record for the state. No one ever doubted the word 
of J. S. Hunter after that. 

Another of Professor Bruner’s boys was John T. Zimmer. He was 
an enthusiastic bird student although he was majoring in ento¬ 
mology. In one of its publications the N.O.U. has a 50-page mono¬ 
graph by Mr. Zimmer on the birds of the United States Forest 
Reserve in Thomas eounty. Several other papers by John T. Zimmer 
were pubhshed by the N.O.U. before he left for the Philippines 
where he did work for the United States department of agriculture. 
Later he joined the staff of the American Museum of Natural History 
in New York and was editor of die Auk, official organ of the 
American Ornithologists’ Union, until last year, when he resigned. 

J. C. Crawford Jr. of West Point was .an active member of the 
N.O.U. at the time of its organization. His father was a printer 
there and the son made an offer to print letterheads and envelopes 
for the Union and do it free. The offer was accepted. His report 
of a collecting trip to Sioux county in May 1900 was read at an early 
meeting and was outstanding. He was the corresponding secretary 
of the Union during its second year. 

Myron H. Swenk was to the N.O.U. the greatest of Professor 
Bruner’s boys. He was a fine observer of birds while in high school 
at Beatrice and when he entered the University of Nebraska he 
was drawn to Professor Bruner and his laboratory at once and 
remained with the university in some capacity until his death 
several years ago. Professor Swenk had a wide acquaintance with 
the ornithologists of the Middle West and was active in the Wilson

Ornithological Club and a frequent contributor to the Wilson Bulle¬ 
tin. He succeeded Professor Bruner in the department of entomology 
and was an officer of the N.O.U. for almost 40 years. Most of those 
years he was secretary and custodian. 

Professor Bruner was the first president of the N.O.U. and at the 
close of his term Isadore S. Trostler of Omaha was elected his 
successor. Trostler was a Jewish boy in high school in Omaha when 
I first met him and a warm friendship grew up between us. He 
later completed a medical course in Omaha and in Chicago and 
located in the east, perhaps in Buffalo or Ithaca, New York. Trostler 
has a real scientific mind and was smart. 

Dr. Robert H. Wolcott was a member of the university faculty 
and in the department of zoology. He worked fine with Professor 
Bruner and all the boys liked him. Dr. Wolcott was a scientist 
with special interests ranging all the way from prehistoric mammals 
to water mites. I think he was the third president of the N.O.U. 
and was always one of its leaders up to the time of his death. 

Among other members of the N.O.U. in those early days were 
Dr. Otto McCreary of the University of Wyoming, Mrs. Olive 
Thorne Miller of Brooklyn, N.Y., A. L. Haecker, dairy husbandman 
at the Nebraska college of agriculture, Rev. P. B. Peabody, then 
at Blue Rapids, Kansas, Professor T. C. Stephens of Sioux City, 
Iowa, Frank H. Shoemaker of Omaha and Dr. E. H. Barbour, Dr. 
H. B. Ward and Dr. George E. Condra of the University of 
Nebraska. I will not extend the list further but it should include 
others who during the first year or two, helped in making the N.O.U. 
what it was. 

By the close of the third year the N.O.U. had about 135 mem¬ 
bers. Many of them were women but none of them made any 
impression on me except Miss Nell Harrison, who was a charter 
member and whom I married several years later. She maintained 
her interest in the N.O.U. for more than 40 years and served as 
its president one year. 

Recalling the early days of the N.O.U. has been a great pleasure 
to me and I am grateful for this opportunity of giving these recol¬ 
lections to the present day readers of the Review.

Notes on the Small Mammal Content of Pellets of 
the Barn Owl (Tyto alba pratincola) in Nebraska 

J. Knox Jones, Jr. 

During the past several years the author has had the opportunity 
to examine collections of pellets of the barn owl (Tyto alba Pratin¬ 
cola) from three Nebraska counties. These counties, Wayne, Red 
Willow and Sioux, are so vastly different in type of land and geo¬ 
graphic location that the study has provided an excellent cross- 
section of barn owl food habits in Nebraska. Fichter (1941) states 
that the observer must not assume that the owl is feeding on all 
forms of small mammals in the area. It would seem, however, that 
if a sufficient number of pellets were analyzed, one could conclude 
that satisfactory data had been gathered and that only a form 
which represented an occasional meal might be missed. 

According to most of the available information the meadow 
mouse, Microtus, is the chief food of barn owls. Todd (1940) states 
that 75% of the pellets examined by him in Western Pennsylvania 
contained meadow mice, while Bailey (1928) states that of 1,247 
pellets analyzed from Washington, D.C., meadow mice were pre¬ 
dominant three to one. 

This fact, however, held true in only one of the three Nebraska 
pellet groups. Of seventeen pellets analyzed from Sioux County all 
seventeen contained meadow mice. Of fifty-nine pellets from Red 
Willow County only 47.4% contained meadow mice remains and 
146 pellets from Wayne County contained 54. %. The fact that mead¬ 
ow mice were not extremely common in Wayne and Red Willow 
Counties was borne out in the fact that none appeared in our traps 
in either locality. 

The white-footed mouse, Peromyscus, and the harvest mouse, 
Reithrodontomus, seems to comprise the bulk of the remainer of 
the owl’s diet. In Wayne, Red Willow and Sioux Counties respect¬ 
ively, white-footed mice were found in 80.8%, 45.7% 

and 23.5% of the pellets while harvest micewererecordedm55.4%, 
62.7% and 17.6% of them. The Kansas pocket mouse, Perognathus 
hispidus, scored high in pellets from Red Willow County. This seems 
logical as our trapping proved it a common inhabitant of the area. 

It may be of interest to note that only one bird was found in 
the 222 pellets examined. 

Weldon Frankforter collected the pellets from Sioux County 
while the author collected those from the other two localities. 

Following is a chart showing number and percentage of small 
mammals recorded in the three pellet collections.

Minutes of the Forty-eighth Annual Meeting of 
the Nebrosko Ornithologists' Union 

The forty-eighth annual meeting of the Nebraska Ornithologists’ 
Union was held at Lincoln, Nebraska, on May 6th and 7th, 1949, 
the meeting being the golden anniversary of the founding of the 
organization. Registration began at 8:00 a.m. in the foyer of the 
Love Memorial Library on the campus of the University of 
Nebraska. 

The program opened at 9 o’clock in the adjoining auditorium 
with a welcome by Thomas B. Thorson, Custodian. 

Dr. R. Allyn Moser, President, announced the appointment of the 
following committees: Nominating; Mrs. A. H. Jones, Mrs. M. H. 
Swenk and Mr. William Ferguson. Resolutions; Miss Doris Gates, 
Miss Mary Ellsworth. Auditing; Mr. W. E. Eigsti, Mrs. Carl Collister. 

The first paper was given by Mr. Thomas B. Thorson on “The 
Distribution of Field Observations on Nebraska Birds During the 
Last Fifty Years.” The accompanying chart showed the numerous 
areas where no records have been kept. 

Mr. David Damon, Nebraska Game, Forestation and Parks 
Commission, discussed Nebraska Quail with special emphasis on its 
winter food. 

Dr. R. Allyn Moser presented the problem of lead poisoning of 
ducks in the Omaha area, illustrated with pictures. 

Mr. Levi L. Mohler, Nebraska Game, Forestation and Parks 
Gommission, talked on Reproduction Rates in Pheasants in Relation 
to Population Density.” These observations were taken from two 
years’ data on pheasant population. 

Mr. William F. Rapp, Jr., Editor of the Nebraska Bird Review, 
gave an interesting report on the Towhees of Nebraska. 

Dr. Edson Fichter, Nebraska Game, Forestation and Parks Gom¬ 
mission, spoke on “Winter Roosting Sites of Pheasants,” showing 
slides of the pheasants choice of cover at various periods during 
the day. 

The morning session adjourned until 1:30 p.m. 

The afternoon program began with a discussion of “Bird Popula¬ 
tions,” by Mr. Levi Mohler and Mr. William F. Rapp, Jr., their 
conclusions being that much more observation was necessary in 
Nebraska in order to scientifically summarize bird population densi¬ 
ties in the state. 

Mr. W. Leroy Wilcox showed colored films, “Birds of America,” 
which were most interesting. 

The annual business meeting was called to order at 3:15 p.m. 
The minutes of the forty-seventh annual meeting having been 
printed in the January-June 1948 issue of the Nebraska Bird Review, 
were approved without being read.

The report was accepted and filed with the auditing committee.

Minutes of the October Executive Meeting 

The Executive Committee of the N.O.U. met at the Museum in 
Hastings, Nebraska, on October 30, 1949. Present were Mr. Adrian 
C. Fox, Miss Doris Gates, Mrs. A. M. Jones, Mr. Wm. F. Rapp, 
Jr., Mr. Thomas B. Thorson and Mrs. Glen Chapman. Visitors 
present who joined in the discussions, were: Mrs. M. H. Swenk, 
Lincoln; Mrs. A. H. Jones, Mrs, A. M. Brooking, and Mr. and Mrs. 
A. A. Adams of Hastings. The meeting was called to order at 10:30 
a.m. by Mr. Adrian C. Fox, who acceded to the presidency upon 
the resignation of Dr. Edson Fichter, now living out of the state. 

The Treasurer reported cash on hand $94.00 and an unpaid bill 
of $50.00 owed Union College Press. The number of members was 
reported as 95, and the numb^er of subscribers to the Nebraska Bird 
Review 35. 

Mr. Rapp talked at length concerning the Nebraska Bird Review, 
stating that bird study was the number one recreational hobby 
today, and that he strongly desired quarterly issues of the publica¬ 
tion. He would need 75 cents out of each membership dollar to do 
this. He expressed a desire to put out an issue of the Bird Review 
early in December. . 

Mr. Thorson moved that a maximum ^of 75 cents out of each dol¬ 
lar from memberships, exclusive of life memberships and subscrip¬ 
tions, be used to publish and mail the Nebraska Bird Review. This 
motion was seconded by Miss Gates and duly carried. 
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Subscription rates were discussed. Mr. Rapp moved that the 
subscription rate for the Nebraska Bird Review be set at $2.00 
per year as of January 1, 1950, and that subscribers be limited to 
institutions. Seconded by Miss Gates, carried. 

After adjourning for a lunch hour, the meeting reconvened at 
2 p.m., when discussing concerning the magazine continued. 

Miss Gates moved that we recommend that $100.00 plus mailing 
be allowed for the coming issue of the Nebraska Bird Review. 
Seconded by Mr. Thorson, and carried. 

Moved by Mr. Rapp that the Nebraska Bird Review be pub¬ 
lished quarterly, starting January 1, 1950. Seconded by Mrs. A. M. 
Jones, Carried. 

The annual meeting in 1950 was then discussed. Miss Gates 
presented the possibilities of meeting at Chadron, telling of available 
housing at the State Park. Mr. Rapp moved that the Corresponding 
Secretary write to responsible parties in Hastings, Superior, Chadron 
and North Platte, asking if they would care to issue an invitation 
to the N.O.U. for the 1950 meeting, this to be followed by a mail 
vote by the entire membership. Seconded by Miss Gates. Carried. 
It was suggested that the vote also be taken on which days of the 
the week the meeting should be held—Friday and Saturday or 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Mr. Thorson moved that Mr. Fox be authorized to contact Dr. 
Edward Graham, Chief of Biological Division, U. S. Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Service, of Washington, D.C., to ascertain his availability as 
the speaker for the evening program at the annual meeting. Sec¬ 
onded by Mr. Rapp. Carried. 

The chair appointed Miss Gates chairman of a membership 
committee, to be assisted by others she would appoint. 

The constitution and bylaws were discussed. An amendment 
was discussed favorably whereby the two past presidents living in 
the state be considered members of the executive committee. Mr. 
Rapp moved that Mr. Thorson act as chairman of a committee to 
revise the constitution, he to appoint an assistant if so desired. 
Seconded by Mrs. Jones. Carried. 

Mr. Thorson presented the file of surplus back issues of the 
Nebraska Bird Review and of surplus check lists. He suggested 
the following prices: Fifty copies and over of one issue, 25 cents 
per copy; twenty-fiv^e to forty-nine copies, 50 cents per copy; ten 
to twenty-four copies, 75 cents per copy; less than ten, $1.00 per 
copy. These rates pertain to volumes up to and including Vol. 15. 
The rates for the two available complete sets of the Nebraska 
Bird Review, $15.00 each. Miss Gates moved that these rates 
be set as read. Seconded by Mr. Rapp. Carried. 

Mr. Rapp moved that Volumes 16, 17, 18 and succeeding issues 
be sold at current subscription rates. Seconded by Mrs. Jones. 
Carried. 

Mr. Rapp moved that the Executive Committee meet not more 
than sixty-five days, nor less than thirty-five days before the next 
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annual meeting; said time to be set by the President. Seconded by 
Miss Gates. Carried. 

A copy of a letter written by President Fox for the N.O.U. to 
Mr. Wm. C. Bloom, Superintendent of Schools, Dawson County, 
Lexington, Nebraska, was read. The letter commended Mr. Bloom 
for his success in conservation education. 

At five o’clock the meeting was duly adjourned.

It is unfortunate that the Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union and 
Nebraska have lost a man with Dr. Fichter’s training and experiehce. 
Although he was not a native Nebraskan, he had a deep and sincere 
love for the state, its people, flora, and fauna. Dr. Fichter frequently 
expressed a wish that opportunities would make it possible for him 
to reside permanently in Nebraska. The issues of the Nebraska 
Bird Review which were published while he was editor are out¬ 
standing and will rate among the best as to selection and quality 
of contents and format. Tm sure Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union 
members join me in wishing Dr. Fichter continued success in his 
profession wherever he may go. 

As president of the N.O.U. for the remainder of the year, I hope 
to continue, expand, and add to those accomplishments of my prede¬ 
cessors which have promoted the general welfare of the organization. 
There is still a great deal to be done in increasing our membership, 
improving and stabilizing financial conditions, and promoting the 
objectives of the N.O.U. Much can be accomplished through the 
Executive Committee and other standing committees; however, the 
enthusiastic and active support of individual members throughout 
the state is essential.

6. Personally contact delinquent members and those who have 
left the N.O.U. in recent years. We need them. 

No individual member, nor even a committee, can work alone 
in attaining these objectives. We must all work together. Your coop¬ 
eration and support will be appreciated.

Thus, as can easily be seen, the N.O.U. has been able to amass 
a large amount of bird migration data. Unfortunately, we still do not 
have a good coverage of the entire state. There is a definite lack of 
observers in western and northern Nebraska. We are in need of 
migration information from counties which are on the northern and 
southern boundaries of the state, since information from these coun¬ 
ties would allow us to know how long the migrants remain in 
Nebraska. 

This year fourteen areas reported on spring migration; this is an increase 
of four over the 1948 report.

How TO Know the Birds. By Roger Tory Peterson. The New Ameri¬ 
can Library of World Literature, Inc., 245 Fifth Avenue, New York

Roger Tory Peterson in this small pocket size book has again 
produced a book of superior quality. This is a book for beginners and 
is written as an introduction to bird recognition. There are over 
400 black and white illustrations. The book is divided into five parts, 
such as “What to Look For,” “The Families of Birds,” and “Habitats.” 
In this work the families of birds are stressed rather than the species. 
The section entitled “Habitats” in an excellent introduction to bird 
ecology. The experienced bird student will find that this booklet 
will be a useful addition to his library.

Bobwhites on the Rise. By Verne E. Davison. Charles Scribners

To the ornithologist who is interested in quail or upland game 
birds this will be of interest. Quail have long been of interest to 
American students of natural history and to sportsman. To the sports¬ 
man, the quail is the most popular of all game birds; to the farmer, 
it is an important insect eater. In this small book Davison attempts 
to briefly discuss the habits, food, cover, and management of the 
bird. 

If you expect a book equal to Herbert L. Stoddard’s, The Bob- 
white Quail, you will be disappointed, but this small book does show 
a brief picture of the bobwhite situation and tell how it can be 
improved.
